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DECISION DISMISSING PETITION 



This is a decision on the ''PETITION TO GRANT FILING DATE'', filed 
August 23, 2004, which is being treated as a petition under 37 
CFR 1,53 to accord the above-identified application a filinq 
date of July 10, 2003. ^ 

The petition is DISMISSED. 

Petitioner is given TWO MONTHS from the mailing date of this 
decision to reply, correcting the below-noted deficiencies. Any 
reply should be entitled "Request for Reconsideration " of Petition 
Under 37 CFR 1.53". Failure to respond will result in 
abandonment of the application. Any extensions of time will be 
governed by 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

Application papers in the above-identified application were 
deposited on July 10, 2003. However, on July 13, 2004, the 
Initial Patent Examination Division mailed applicants a ''Notice 
of Incomplete Reissue Application'', notifying that the 
application papers had not been accorded a filing date because 
the specification, claims, and drawings were missing. 
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In response, applicant filed the present petitio on August 23, 
2004, Petitioners allege that the application as filed was 
complete. In support^ petitioner has submitted a postcard 
receipt, itemizing ^^3 pages of specification, 6 page of claims" 
and ''Drawings (4 sheets) as enclosed, and bearing a USPTO date 
stamp of July 10, 2003. In addition, petitioner states that he 
has enclosed copies of the papers filed on July 10, 2003. 

A postcard receipt which itemizes and properly identifies the 
items which are being filed serves as prima facie evidence of 
receipt in. the Office of all items listed thereon on the date 
stamped thereon by the Office.-^ 

However, while petitioner's postcard receipt does properly 
itemize the application papers, petitioner has not supplied the 
Office with the copies of the papers stated to have been missing 
in the ''Notice of Incomplete Reissue Application" (specification, 
including claims and abstract, and 4 sheets of drawings) .
